~ The light of the West is Jem though 
surely, shedding its rays over the -East, and, 
whether or no, the Oriental will appreciate 
the way of the Occidental, there can be no 
doubt that the latest reported movenient on 
the part of the Celestial Empire will meet 
with universal approval. . It isnow rumoured 
that the Central “Government has recently 
‘been approached with a view to revising and 
modernising the Chinese code of criminal 
procedure. Viceroy Canc Cuntune is 


| Said to. be responsible “for the movement, 


and, in his memorial on the subject, he points | 
out in the ‘most emphatic and condemna- 
tory terms the ceproach which attaches to 
China in the eyes of the civilised world from 
the inhumanity of her judicial methods, and 
urges that all forms of torture, at present 
applied to prisoners undergoing examination, 
in order to extort confessions of guilt, be 
immediately abolished.” Those haying the 
least knowledge of the inner working of the 

native Court, know only too well the manner 
ih which the accused «are treated, and view 
with -awe the awful tortures inflicted in 


éndeavouring to obtain ‘confessions of guilt. 


It is interesting to learn that the Central 
Government is favourably impressed with 


the’ Viceroy’s recommendations’ as they are- 


said to have given instructions for a criminal: 
code to be drawn tp on the lines of modern 
civilisation. . If such be’ the case, then China 
and the Chinese will regain much of the lost 
position among the western_nations.
